Each 
of them had his defects of character, 
‘and each committed errors; but each

‘The leaders were baser than the Ro- 
man Tyrants; becauseit is a meaner 
thing to steal and filch, than to rob by 
the strong hand on the highway. The 
Roman People, under the Emperors, had 
received theif servitude as an inheri- 
tance. The American people gave away 
their right to govern themselves, be- 
cause they were weary of the burthen.

A peo- 
ple has rarely been rohed of its liberties.
